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REPORT,  1900-1901 


The  Committee  of  the  Piiblie  Library  and  Art  Gallery 
to  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Swansea. 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  custom  the  Committee  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  1900-01,  being  the  twenty- seventh  annual  report 
of  the  institution. 

For  another  year  the  Library  has  quietly  but  effectively 
continued  its  work  of  usefulness  in  the  community,  and  we  are 
more  and  more  convinced  of  its  importance  as  an  educational  factor 
by  the  increased  number  who  visit  the  Library  and  use  the  books. 
The  following  brief  statistics  present  the  Library's  work  and 
progress  during  the  twelve  months  ending  September  30th  last. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 
This  department  contains  30,649  volumes,  showing  an 
increase  of  3,469  volumes  during  the  past  year,  mainly  due  to  the 
receipt  of  a  further  instalment  of  books  (2,552  volumes)  for  the 
"  Dr.  Rowland  Williams  Library,"  and  a  donation  of  214  volumes 
of  the  Record  Office  publications  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office.  A 
complete  list  of  donors,  with  number  of  volumes,  and  those  gifts 
that  call  for  special  mention,  is  appended.  The  growth  of  this 
section  has  necessitated  the  removal  of  the  Patent  Library  (6,349 
volumes)  to  a  suite  of  rooms  in  the  basement  specially  fitted  up  for 
their  accommodation,  where  they  are  easily  accessible  for  reference. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  greater  facilities  given  to  those  making 
investigations  will  lead  to  an  increase  in  the  usefulness  and 
appreciation  of  the  Patent  Office  publications,  of  which  the 
Library  contains  a  complete  set. 
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The  Reference  Library  was  open  306  days,  and  the  issue  was 
146,106  works,  including  the  current  periodicals. 

LENDING  LIBRAE  Y. 
In  the  last  report  an  increased  issue  was  recorded  in  this 
department,  which  has  been  more  than  maintained  this  year,  the 
total  circulation  being  89,709  as  compared  with  68,530,  showing  an 
increase  of  21,179  volumes.  The  rumber  of  volumes  in  circulation 
is  12,680  in  the  Central  and  2,683  in  tne  three  Branch  Libraries. 
The  catalogue  of  this  section  has  been  prepared,  and  the  publica- 
tion will  be  completed  as  early  as  possible. 

READING  EOOMS. 
These  rooms,  Central  and  Branches,  continue  to  be  well 
frequented,  and  several  additions  have  been  made  to  the  magazines, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  provided. 

GENERAL. 

The  Saturday  free  lectures,  instituted  in  connection  with  Library 
work  eleven  years  ago.  continue  to  be  highly  appreciated,  and  attract 
large  audiences,  the  capacity  of  the  room  being  invariably  taxed 
to  the  utmost.  The  Committee  has  further  granted  the  free  use 
of  the  lecture  room  to  the  Swansea  Intermediate  and  Technical 
Education  Committee  in  connection  with  the  South  Wales  and 
Monmouthshire  University  Extension  Lectures.  The  first  course 
of  five  lectures  on  "  Mediaeval  Wales,"  by  Professor  A.  G.  Little, 
has  been  delivered  and  proved  most  successful,  and  is  succeeded  by 
Mr.  W.  G.  Savage,  M.D.,  B.Sc,  D.P.H.,  with  a  course  of  six 
lectures  on  "  Bacteriology." 

During  the  year  tenders  for  the  electric  light  fixtures  for  the 
Library  buildings  have  been  invited,  but  the  contract  has  not  yet 
been  given  out,  pending  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  new 
Resident  Borough  Electrical  Engineer,  who  has  only  recently 
commenced  his  duties. 

The  Art  Gallery  is  at  present  being  re-arranged  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  F.  F.  Hosford,  who  has  undertaken  the 
duties  of  Hon.  Curator/*™,  tern.  It  is  intended  that  a  selection  of 
the  surplus  pictures  shall  be  hung  on  the  walls  of  the  various  rooms 


throughout  the  building  as  soon  as  the  necessary  work  of  preparing 
the  walls  for  their  reception  has  been  completed. 


The  Committee,  with  the  object  of  better  facilitating  the  use 
of  the  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  Library  relating  to 
Wales  are  about  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  staff  by  appointing  an 
Assistant  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Welsh  language  and 
its  literature,  whose  duty — in  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  work — 
will  be  to  catalogue  and  generally  superintend  the  Welsh  section  of 
the  Library.

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DEflTM  OF  MR.  JOHN  DEFFETT  FRflNdS. 

TT  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  death  of  John 
Deffett  Francis,  for  many  years  the  Honorary  Curator  of  the 
Fine  Art  Department  of  this  Library,  on  the  21st  February,  1901,  at 
the  age  of  86. 

Born  in  the  year  of  Waterloo  at  Swansea,  and  educated  at  its 
Grammar  School,  he  barely  outlived  the  century  and  era  in  which 
his  personality  was  by  no  means  inconspicuous  on  a  larger  stage, 
and  remains  linked  enduringly  with  many  famous  names. 

Portrait-painter  and  critic,  the  prime  of  his  manhood  was 
spent  in  the  enchanted  land  of  literary  and  artistic  Bohemia-in- 
London,  where  he  numbered  among  his  comrades  and  friends,  in 
Art,  the  Landseers  and  Mulready  and  Leech  and  Haltlot  Browne; 
in  Literature,  Dickens  and  Ruskin,  Sala  and  Andrew  Halliday  and 
Robert  Brough  ;  while  it  is  elsewhere  on  record  that  he  was  one  of 
that  gay  and  brilliant  company  which  founded  the  Savage  Club. 

That  he  was  happy  not  only  in  such  association  but  in  achieve- 
ment, is  evidenced— and  fortunately,  in  some  instances,  by  examples 
and  reproductions  on  the  walls  of  the  Art  Gallery  of  this  Library — 
as  well  by  his  portraits  of  Queen  and  Statesman  and  Soldier,  as  by 
those  vivid  sketches  of  famous  dancing  women  wherein  he  has 
interpreted  and  enchained  with  brush  and  pencil  the  fleeting  grace 
and  rapture  of  motion. 

But  it  is  in  another  character  and  on  other  grounds  that  he 
will  be  longer  remembered;  for,  returning  to  his  native  town,  a 
poor  mm  save  for  his  large  and  valuable  collections  of  books  and 
engravings,  he,  in  1876,  presented  them  all  to  this  Library,  that 
they  might  form  in  perpetuity  a  mutually  illustrative  history  and 
record  of  Letters  and  Art  and  Life,  within  reach  of  the  humblest 
student,  affording  as  well  the  stimulus  as  the  ladder  of  ascent  to 
the  life  of  higber  things.  To  these  collections  he  never  ceased  from 
contributing  until  the  end;  and  to-day,  gifts  of  nearly  8,000 
volumes  and  2,500  prints  and  engravings — many  of  them  of  rare 
and  choice  editions  and  '  states  '—form  in  the  town  of  his  birth  and 
death,  accessible  to  all,  his  noble  and  enduring  monument.

Artist  and  Bohemian  to  the  finger-tips,  his  brusque  and  some- 
times tempestuous  scorn  of  conventionalities,  his  frank  intolerance 
of  the  commonplace  and  contempt  for  that  attitude  of  mind  which 
Moliere  has  hall-marked  as  bourgeois  and  Mattbew  Arnold  as 
Philistine,  coupled  with  his  long-standing  infirmity  of  deafness, 
kept  him  always  among  us  as  a  self-sufficing,  lonely  figure,  galled 
but  never  influenced  by  hostile  criticism,  disdainful  alike  of  praise 
and  censure,  pursuing  in  silence  his  own  ideals,  content  and  even 
proud  to  be  misunderstood  ;  but  none  whom  he  admitted  to  the 
intimacy  of  his  friendship  can  remember,  save  with  admiration  and 
regard,  the  boundlessness  of  his  generosity,  his  wealth  of  reminis- 
cence and  experience,  the  keenness  and  clarity  of  his  intellect,  his 
old-world  chivalry  to  women,  his  adoration  of  childhood,  and  the 
strength  and  singleness  of  his  devotion  to  his  purpose — the  education 
and  advancement  of  the  coming  generations — which  fused  all 
opposition  in  the  intensity  of  its  flame. 

In  the  qualities,  as  in  the  defects,  of  his  character  he  recalls 
irresistibly  that  of  his  great  contemporary,  Landor,  whose  summary 
of  his  own  attitude  to  life  and  death,  as  has  been  already  fitly 
observed  by  a  local  writer,  is  no  less  felicitous  in  its  application  to 
Deffett  Francis  :  — 

"  I  strove  with  none,  for  none  was  worth  my  strife, 
Nature  I  loved,  and,  next  to  nature,  Art ; 
I  warmed  both  hands  before  the  fire  of  life; 
It  sinks  ;  and  I  am  ready  to  depart."

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THE   LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 


The  Librarian  was  present,  as  a  representative  of  the 
Library,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Library  Association  held  at 
Plymouth  and  Devonport,  from  the  26th  to  the  30th  August.  The 
new  president  (Mr.  G.  K.  Fortescue,  keeper  of  the  printed  books 
in  the  British  Museum)  read  his  inaugural  address. 

Mr.  Fortescue  dwelt  briefly  on  the  success  and  real  usefulness 
of  the  Library  Association  since  its  formation  in  October,  1877. 
That  it  has  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  all  of  us,  librarians 
or  students,  is  beyond  all  doubt  and  question.  It  has  endeavoured 
to  teach  the  world  how  to  form  collections  of  books  and  how  to 
arrange  and  catalogue  them  ;  how  to  compile  bibliographies  and 
how  to  use  them  ;  how  best  to  form,  enlarge  and  to  administer 
a  library.  But  these  are  among  the  minor  advantages  its  members 
have  derived  from  the  Association,  for  the  greatest  work  it  had 
accomplished  had  been  to  raise  the  business  of  a  librarian  to  the 
dignity  of  a  profession.  New  public  libraries  were  springing  up 
everywhere  throughout  the  Empire,  and  the  utility,  if  not  the 
justification,  of  such  libraries  must  depend  very  largely  on  the 
ability  and  training  of  the  librarians  who  administered  them. 

The  President  proceeded  to  refer  to  the  events  from  which 
sprang  the  printing  of  the  General  Catalogue  of  Printed  Books  in 
the  British  Museum.  Many  years  ago  an  attempt  was  made  to 
produce  a  printed  catalogue,  and  in  1841  the  fust  and  last  volume 
of  this  attempt — consisting  of  letter  A — was  actually  published. 
The  Royal  Commission  of  1849-50,  which  sat  to  examine  into  the 
condition  of  the  British  Museum,  after  hearing  a  vast  variety  of 
witnesses/  reported  decidedly  against  any  scheme  of  printing  the 
catalogue,  laying  particular  stress  upon  the  fact  that  no  great 
library  in  Europe  possessed  a  complete  printed  catalogue.  In 
1881,  in  the  face  of  much  opposition,  it  was  decided  by  the 
authorities  of  the  British  Museum  to  print  the  catalogue.  The 
delay  has  given  us  a  better  catalogue,  and  though  not  absolutely 
perfect,  it  is,  when  compared  with  other  catalogues,  easily  first 
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alike  in  its  magnitude  and  its  method.  Thus,  between  the 
catalogue  itself  and  the  supplement,  the  title  of  every  book  received 
and  catalogued  before  December  31st,  1899,  can  be  readily  ascer- 
tained—not in  the  British  Museum  only,  but  wherever  a  copy  of 
the  catalogue  shall  have  found  a  place.  In  the  Reference  Library 
at  Swansea  a  copy  can  be  consulted,  the  gift  of  the  Trustees,  on  the 
recommendation  of  Dr  Richard  Garnett,  C.B.,  who  had  pleasant 
reminiscences  of  a  visit  to  Swansea,  its  library,  and  the  neighbour- 
hood, in  the  year  1887. 

Mr.  W.  H.  K.  Wright  submitted  a  paper  on  the  "  Libraries, 
public  and  private,  of  Plymouth,"  the  libraries  were  subsequently 
open  for  the  inspection  of  members  ;  Mr.  Thomas  Greenwood,  on 
"  Edward  Edwards  :  some  notes  on  his  life  ;"  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Baker, 
M.A.,  on  "  Book  reviews  :  their  helps  and  their  hindrances  to 
selection,"  a  practical  paper  on  the  leading  type  of  reviews — the 
learned  and  judicial,  the  appreciative,  the  "  slating,"  and  the 
journalistic — showing  their  peculiar  merits  and  defects.  Mr.  R.  H. 
Dent  followed  with  "The  Librarian  as  a  help  to  the  reader,"  he 
contended  that  the  librarian  who  knew  his  library  was  the  best 
guide  to  it,  however  excellent  the  catalogue,  and  that  every  adult 
member  of  a  public  library  staff  should  be  a  specialist  on  some 
subject. 

On  Wednesday  a  visit  was  paid  to  Devonport,  when  Mr. 
John  Minto,  M.A.,  discussed  the  question  of  the  "  Bibliography  of 
local  literature,"  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Ogle,  Director  ot  technical 
instruction,  Bootle,  on  the  "  Mutual  relationship  of  public  library 
and  technical  school.  The  technical  school  developed  skill  in 
method,  the  library  stored  the  records  of  skilful  methods  and  the 
histories  of  development  ;"  then  followed  a  printed  paper  on  the 
"  Libraries  of  Devonport:  naval,  military,  and  civil,"  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Hunt,  Librarian  ;  and  the  "  Free  library  movement  in  the  West  of 
England,"  by  Mr.'  Silvanus  Trevail  (Truro)  ;  Mr.  Frank  Pacy 
(secretary  of  the  Library  Association)  read  a  valuable  >aper  on 
the  "  Reference  versus  the  lending  department,"  which  ivas 
distinct  plea  for  the  reference  library,  too  often  starved  to  supply 
the  lending  department.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion  no  one 
disputed  the  growing  need  of  a  revision  in  the  internal  economy  of 
the  library — the  difficulty  was  how  to  gain  the  public  to  whom  the 
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reference  portion  of  the  institution  is  yet  a  sealed  book-  to 
understand  that  if  the  reference  library  were  properly  supported, 
and  built  up  even  on  a  small  income,  worthy  results  were  to  be 
obtained.  Mr.  L.  Stanley  Jast  (Croydon)  read  a  paper  on  "  How 
a  reference  library  issue  was  built  up,"  he  recommended  the 
providing  of  more  comfortable  accomodation,  placing  as  many 
books  as  possible  on  open  shelves,  and  arranging  the  staff  station 
among  the  readers;  Mr.  A.  J.  Caddie  (Stoke-upon  Trent)  contri- 
buted a  paper  upon  the  "  Co-operation  of  adjoining  towns  for  the 
establishment  of  reference  libraries."  The  author  suggested  that 
instead  of  each  town  having  a  poor  reference  library,  they  should 
combine,  and  establish  one  gocd  reference  library  with  collections 
of  books  upon  local  industries  and  the  history  of  the  district,  A 
business  meeting  was  held  in  the  evening,  when  the  report  of  the 
Council  was  adopted. 

On  Thursday,  after  votes  of  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and 
Corporation  for  their  official  invitation  and  to  the  Local  Reception 
Committee  for  the  successful  arrangements  made  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  members,  the  reading  of  papers  and  discussions  on 
the  important  question  of  classification  and  cataloguing  occupied 
the  remainder  of  the  sitting ;  the  papers  contributed  were  as 
follows  :  —  (a)  "  On  the  construction  of  the  subject  catalogue  in 
scientific  libraries'  by  Mr.  E.  Wyndham  Hulme,  Librarian,  Patent 
Office,  London,  (b)  "  Dictionary  versus  Classified  Catalogues  for 
Public  Libraries "  :  i  Dictionary  catalogues,  by  W,  E.  Doubleday, 
Hampstead  Public  Libraries  ;  ii.  Classified  catalogues,  by  J.  Henry 
Quinn,  Chelsea  Public  Libraries.  In  the  course  of  a  long  and 
varied  discussion  the  President  advocated  a  subject  catalogue  for 
every  library,  large  or  small.  The  proceedings  terminated  with 
votes  of  thanks.  In  the  evening  the  usual  Association  dinner  took 
place,  and  on  Friday  the  visit  of  the  Association  was  brought  to  a 
conclusion  with  an  excursion  by  road  to  Endsleigh,  near  Tavistock, 
the  country  seat  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford.
